The near-field optical head comprises a planar substrate 
having a first surface, a second surface disposed opposite to the 
first surface, and an inverted conical or pyramidal hole extending 
through the first and second surfaces, the inverted conical or 
pyramidal hole having at least one fine aperture formed at an apex 
thereof and disposed in the first surface and having at least one 
curved slant surface, an optical waveguide extending into the 
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inverted conical or pyramidal hole of the planar substrate for 
propagating light along an optical path, and a mirror disposed in 
the optical waveguide for bending in the direction of the fine 
aperture the optical path of the light propagated through the 
optical waveguide, wherein the curved slant surface is formed 
between first and second tapers of the inverted conical or 
pyramidal hole, the first taper having a slant angle of 
approximately 55° relative to the first surface of the planar 
substrate and the second taper having a slant angle of 
approximately from 10° to 30° relative to the first surface of the 
planar substrate, as recited in the independent claims, are not 
found or suggested in the prior art of record.
